A series of small underground 
detonations^ using conventional 
high explosives, Is being conducted 
in Yucca Flat. Nevada Test Site, 
by a team of Sandia scientists and 
engineers to obtain scaling data 
for use in the Plowshare program. 

Project Plowshare is the AEC 
program for Investigating peace¬ 
ful applications of nuclear explo¬ 
sives. 

Three small charges have been 
fired, and about 20 more are 


schedided for the series whioh will 
continue through Febniai'y. 

Detonations of the 256 lb. 
charges of high explosive cause no 
effects that are observable off- 
site. No nuclear materials aj-e used 
In the experiments. 

By 1*0 n Murphy of the Nuclear 
Burst Simulation Division 5112. is 
scientific advisor for the series. 
H. R. MacDougall of Nucleai’ Test 
Division U 5232, is project engin¬ 
eer.

As a result. Sandia benefited 
by consldei^able new construction, 
modification and additional equip- 
ment. Some 265,000 sq. ft. of space 
was added to the Laboratory. Total 
value of the plant now stands at 
$74,000,000, 

Xjargest growth was at Sandia's 
Livennore Laboratory where $3,- 
197,000 was spent on the cons time- 
tion of Office and Laboratory 
Bldg, 912, Steam Plant Bldg. 915. 
Model Shop Bldg. 913. and Test 
Bldg. 914. With the Administra¬ 
tion Bldg. 911 and Warehouse 
Bldg. 916. the total plant value of 
the Livermore Laboratory is $5.- 
900.000.

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover made his year-end report to 
U. S. Attorney Genera) William P. Rogers recently. And in that 
report DfrecTor Hoover revealed some matters of vital concern 
to all of us. 

Apathy, he wrote, is a dangerous threat. Public apathy to¬ 
ward the threat of communist subversion grew in 1958, Such 
apathy, he said, encouraged "dupes and sympathizers" of the 
Communist party to attack the nation's law enforcement agencies 
during the past year. 

It is only natural for a loyal citizen to deny being apathetic 
to the communist threat. And then it is still human to wonder 
just what we can do, individually, to keep from becoming 
apathetic, 

Here's what we con do: Live by the ideals our country 
represents. 

"We live by those Ideals," says James T, O'Connell, Under 
Secretary of Labor, "when we defend the right of others, and 
exercise our own right, to worship, vote, speak, write, and be¬ 
lieve as OUT individual consciences dictate , . , when we rise up, 
as united individuals, to defeat men and forces that threaten 
the freedom and the integrity of our institutions," 

It is a doctrine of Communism that the United States 
of America will collapse economically and politically under the 
sheer pressure of Communist enonomic and political ideas. But 
this can never happen if each one of us bears his fair share of 
the responsibility of keeping freedom alive. 

Just thinking and wishing is not enough. Each of us must 
keep ourselves well informed and seek opportunities to serve 
our community and our country as enlightened and dedicated 
citizens of democracy. 

Let that be the resolution of each of us for 1959,

Sandia's responsibilities include 
the determination of the sisses of 
nuclear devices to be detonated, 
how deep they should be buried, 
blast safety studies, arming and 
firing of the devices, the result¬ 
ing craters and other blast phe¬ 
nomena. R. A. Bice (5200) and 
M. L, MeiTltt (5110) have already 
joined UCRL scientists in a field 
study of the feasibility of creating 
a harbor in northern Alaska 
through use of nuclear explosives. 


Other possible uses for under¬ 
ground H-blasts mentioned In the 
article include: breaking up of 
low-gi^ade ore to permit flushing 
out the deposits; frceing oil from 
tar sands or shale formations to 
increase supplies; providing un¬ 
derground reservoirs for water in 
arid regions; creating under¬ 
ground heat reservoirs; distilling 
fresh water from sea water, and 
changing the chemical composi¬ 
tion of materials by tremendous 
heat.

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'Most Unusual' But Desert Has 
Full Measure of Winter Snow 


Sunny, dry New Mexico was ex¬ 
periencing its fifth December in 
history with no moisture. The 
weatherman said the outlook for 
rain or snow wss bleak. Range 
grass was suffering. Cattlemen 
were unhappy. Ii’rigation farmers 
saw visions of dry ditches. Snow 
fans, ski fans, and kids were re¬ 
signed to the fact that there 
would be no recreation for them 
this year. 

Then Mother Nature pulled a 
surprise. 

Fourteen inches of the wet 
stuff fell overnight. With it 
came all the benefits and woes 
of a first class snow' storm. 

Power and telephone lines were 
down in many parts of town. 
Broken tree limbs added to the 
hazard of driving on unplowed 
streets. Sandia Coiporation had 
its own problems. 

At 1:30 a.m., Monday. Dec. 29, 
Sandia security guards started 


alerting key personnel. By 4 a.m. 
employees at the Motor Pool 
(4573) were on the job making 
paths through the Tech Area and 
shoving the snow* off the roadways 
with two road graders and front 
end loaders. The Housing Area 
and Area ni roads were cleared 
later. Jeeps, wreckers, service 
trucks—any four-wheel drive ve¬ 
hicle—were used to help move 
stalled cars and keep the traffic 
flowing. Parking lots had to be 
cleared and when there was a 
breathing spell 50 sets of tire 
chains were put on other ABC 
vehicles. 

By 5:30 a.m. workers from 
Plant Maintenance Department 
w'ere out clearing walks, steps 
and doorways and spreading 
salt. On Tuesday morning three 
men were given an unusual job 
—they went around knocking 
icicles and snow overhangs from 


building entrances. Some icicles 
w'ere estimated to weigh 30 lbs. 

Although there was no power 
trouble here, the steam plant was 
held in readiness for any emer¬ 
gency. A diesel automatic gener¬ 
ator kicks in automatically if 
there should be a breakdown in 
the steam power plant. 

The eight members of Motion 
Pictui’e Division claimed to be the 
stoim's "forgotten men.” They 
had to wait for a jeep to come 
along to clear a driveway to the 
West Lab. After skidding and 
sliding in they found the power 
was off. 

While the desert wore a frosty 
mantle of white, Sandia photog¬ 
raphers Oscar Goodwin and Bill 
Laskar donned their overshoes 
and recorded the heaviest snow¬ 
fall in the history of traditionally 
dry Albuquerque.

Reimbursements Need 
Not Be Reported on 
Income Tax Returns 

Employees will not be reauired 
to list on their 1958 federal in¬ 
come tax returns travel and sim¬ 
ilar business expenditures which 
have been reimbursed by their 
employer. 

In late 1957 the U. S. Treasury 
Department ruled that these re- 
imbui'sements must be itemised in 
tax returns. After much fui^or the 
Internal Revenue Seiwice in March 
1958 came out with a modified 
ruling designated to minimise 
abuse of business expense ac¬ 
counts yet not impose upon mil¬ 
lions of taxpayers the difficulty 
of keeping detailed records of even 
minor expense accounts. 

In general, an employee who is 
required to and does account to 
Ills employer for his business ex¬ 
penses and is reimbursed will not 
be I'equired to report them on his 
federal Income tax form, either in 
detailed or total amount. 

Sandia employees are reimbursed 
for such expenses on official busi¬ 
ness and thus are not required to 
report them on their returns ex¬ 
cept to claim deductions not reim¬ 
bursed as noted below\ 

If an employee gets any allow¬ 
ance in excess of his expenses, the 
excess must be reported as com¬ 
pensation on his federal tax form. 

If the employee's reimburse¬ 
ment is less than the amount of 
his business expenses, and he 
wishes to claim a deduction for the 
excess, the employee must provide 
a statement showing the total 
advances or raimbursements re¬ 
ceived from his employer and the 
total of his business expenses 
categorized as to transportation, 
travel, entertainment and other 
purposes.

Skiers Making Big Business on 
Snowy Slopes Throughout U. S.

It’s estimated that 300,000 novice 
skiers this winter will join the 
ranks of several million Americans 
who have already made 250 major 
and minor ski areas in this coun¬ 
try “big business" dm‘ing an 
otherwise slack tourist season. 

New Mexico is no exception, with 
facilities near Albuquerque, Santa 
Fe, Taos, Las Vegas, Ruidoso and 
Cloudcroft attracting local schuss- 
boomers as well as out-of-state 
skiers. 

Interest in skiing developed eaidy 
in the Duke City when the Albu¬ 
querque Ski Club was founded in 
1935. A T-bar tow was installed by 
the city with federal assistance at 
La Madera area in the Sandia 
mountains in 1947, It w^as one of 
the first and one of the longest 
such lifts in the country. 

Sandia Corporation employees 
have continued to support de¬ 
velopment of this winter sport in 
New Mexico from both a pleasure 
and business standpoint, although 
many of the Individuals were "flat 
landers" before coming to Albu¬ 
querque.

Although La Madera area had 
been operated by the Albuquerque 
Ski Club under lease for the past 
seven years, Ben Abruzzo (5512) 
has served as area manager for two 
years and this year became a part- 
owner In the enterprise. The area 
is open week-ends and holidays 
During operating days it offers 
restaui^ant facilities, ski instruc¬ 
tion. and ski equipment rental 
along with deep snow. The 8,500 
ft. area is served by a 4,200 ft. T- 
bar with a rise of 1,000 ft. and ca¬ 
pacity of 250 persons per hour, 
After the eight-minute ride to the 
top the inteimediate or advanced 
skier is offered a choice of the 
main slope or four trails. 

A 300 ft. rope tow" for beginners 
is located near the main lodge, an 


attractive log structure with huge 
fireplace. 

The highway to La Madera Is 
paved except for the last 5.8 
miles which is gravel. Snowfall 
normally permits operation of La 
Madera from late November until 
late March but muddy roads have 
been known to discourage all but 
the most enthusiastic Spring skier 
Ski Patrol Members 

A necessary and reassuring ele¬ 
ment at every winter sports area 
is the Ski Patrol. Hay Harrison 
(2441) heads the patrol at La Ma¬ 
dera this year and assisting him on 
week-ends are Don Cotter, Bill 
Schutz (5216), Alt Lawrence and 
Zelma Beisinger (5120). 

These volunteers not only give 
up their pleasure skiing to aid in¬ 
jured skiers, but they also must 
pass a number of requirements be¬ 
fore becoming members of the Ski 
Patrol. They are required to com¬ 
plete the 26-hour advanced Bed 
Cross first aid course, attend an 
eight-hour refresher course yearly 
to remain active, and pass a ski 
proficiency test. Their only re¬ 
ward is a free lift ticket and the 
knowledge they are doing a vital 
Job. 

Numerous other Corporation em¬ 
ployees are active members of the 
Albuquerque Ski Club and have 
assisted in the development of this 
winter sport in many ways.
